SALMON PROSECUTION. 


JUDGMENT IN KERRY CASE. 

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Judgment was delivered in the case of 
Michael Tangney v. the District Justice for 
County Kerry. 

Mr. Justice Hanna, who delivered the judg- 
ment of the Court, said that Michael Tangney, 
described as a hirer of motor cars, of Innis- 
fallen Hotel, Cork, and Clarke’s Garage, Cork, 
was brought before the District Court of 
Killarney on a complaint that, on the 15th 
January, 1927, at Danesfort, he had in his 
possession salmon caught in a river during 
the annual close season of that river. The 
case came on for hearing on the 5th May, 
1927. It appeared that the defendant had 
at the house of Patrick Lynch a lorry of fish 
cases containing, according to the evidence, 
151 salmon. ‘the prosecution was brought 
under the Fisheries Act, 1924. The District 
Justice convicted Tangney, imposing a fine of 
£5, and a further fine of £2 for every salmon, 
amounting in all to £265. A minute of the 
conviction was made immediately after the 
hearing by the Clerk of the Justice in the 
Justice's minute book: '' Defendant convicted 
and ordered to pay for fine £265 and for 
costs a sum of £5 3s.; two-thirds of the fine 
to be awarded to the Killorglin Fishery Con- 
servators and one-third of the fine to Chief 
Superintendent Clinton, who was the means of 
bringing the offender to justice. ‘lo be paid 
in eight days. In default, warrant of distress 
to issue. In default of distress, defendant to 
be imprisoned in Cork for six months, without 
hard eng w: unless sum be sooner paid. The 
said fine being £3 and £262 further fine in

respect of 151 salmon.” “The solicitor for the 
defendant obtained a copy of that minute on 
the 6th May, and, in response to a further 
request for a copy of the order book, he 
received on the 27th May from the District 
Justice a certificate of the order. An applica- 
tion was made on the 15th June on behalf of 
the defendant for a conditional order of 
certiorari to quash the conviction of the 5th 
May. After the service of the conditional 
order, the District Justice, at the request of 
the solicitors for the prosecutor, made up a 
formal order, dated 9th July. In the course 
of the argument many grounds were men- 
tioned, but they were reduced to the follow- 
ing :— (1) That the conviction must stand or 
fall by the record made in the Justices 
minute book immediately after the hearing of 
the 5th May, as evidenced by the certificates 
of the 6th and 27th May, ana that this record 
could not be implemented in any way by the 
formal document prepared by the District 
Justice on the 9th Cm an : 

If the first contention was cor: ‘ect, then it 
was argued that the conviction was bad by 
reason of (a) imposing a fine in respect of 
151 salmon only; (b) omission to insert in 
the charge the name of the river where the 
salmon were caught; (c) omission to state 
that the date, unknown, was within the close 
season, and (d) omission to declare forfeiture 
of the fish itself, apart from the statutory 
penalty; (3) alternatively, if the formal 
order of the 9th July was the record to 
quashed, it was defective (a) in not disclos- 
ing the name of the river in which the 
salmon were caught, and (b) by reason of 
variation from the minute on the question of 
forfeiture. 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that he was of

THE CASE FOR COMMON

Two striking proofs of the essential 
economic unity of Ireland, based as it is 
inevitably on agricultural production, were 
given last week á two occurrences in Ulster.

Regioncl and National Farming. 


A consideration of th. common difficulties 
which exist in all our Irish counties sug 
gests two qtestions. There is, first of all, 
the regional Hitherto if 
usually been found that combinations 
most: effective in marketing where the 
sons combining live within a small, wel! 
defined area. Loyalty to a local organisa- 
tion may naturally be expected where those 
who form the combination are so well 
known to each other that disloyalty will be 
regarded with  disfavour. The’ problem, 
however, is to combine local loyalty with a 
sufficient turnover to make an effective 
husiness combination. This result ean in 
some cases be obtained through the county 
Organisations. That is a method adopted 
by Farmers’ Unions. We do not think the 
county organisation is always the best unit, 
however. In one district a complete 
cotinty may form the best unit, either for 
political or economic reasons. Elsewhere 
the neighbouring areas of two er three 
counties may be a better unit. Then there 
are geographical divisions, caused by moun- 
tains or by a large inlet of the séa, which 
clearly mark out two different areas in the 
same county, each of Which must stand by 
itself, 

While, however, regional differences may 
point to variety of local  orgafiisation. 
national similarities, and identities in aim and 
method. surely point to co-ordination. We 
do not know how far the Department of Agri- 
culture in Belfast and the similar body in 
Dublin exchange information or consult each 
other. We think it would be expedient if 
the public could be taken into confidence on 
this point. and it seems equally clear that Sir 
Horace Plunkett's advice, telegraphed to the 
meeting of the U.A.0.8., suggesting consul- 
tation between the two organisation societies, 
should be considered. A common outlook, 
common problems, and a common policy—all 
these suggest: consultation if not common 
ection, Since Sir Horsee’s advice was favors 
ably entertained in Relfast we see no, in- 
superable difficulty arising against it in Dub.

IMPORTANT FEEDING 
EXPERIMENTS. 


The Department. of Lands and Agriculture 
have had brought to their notice the purchase 
and use by femett in several counties of 
certain proprietary “appetisers’’ or ‘‘condi 
ments’” for feeding stock at prices varying 
from 46s. to 52s. per ewt. It seemed doubtful 
if materials sold at such high prices could be 
used with profit by feeders. The Depart 
ment, therefore, arranged to have experiments 
carried out at their agricultural stations with 
the object of testing one of these materials 

Three lots of pigs were selected, uniform in 
age, weight and quality, and precautions 
were taken to ensure that each lot received 
similar treatment if every respect as regards 
housing, feeding, ete. In addition to the ba 
ration given to all three lots, consisting of 
the mixed. meals usually fed to fattening 1 
at this iarm, lot I received daily the Ero- 
orielary article, lot 2 re« eived a like quantity 
of a substitute made up with a corresponding 
analysis, and lot 3 received an additional 
amount of the basic ration equal in weight to 
the quantity of the proprietary article fect 

9 jot 1. Each lot of pigs, therefore received 
the same total weight of food. 

The three lots proved thrifty throughout thie 
test, consumed readily the rations supplied, 
and at the end of the experiment had mado 
almost identical iucreases in weight. In the 
case of lot 1 (to which proprietary article was 
fed), the increase in weight was obtained at 
a cost of 47s. 5d. per cwt., live weight— 
obviously an unprofitable figure; in lot 2 (to 
which a substitute was fed) the cost of the 
increase was 39s. 3d. per ecwt., live s sight: 
and im lot 3 (which received an “dditional 
amount of the ordinary food, equal in waidht 
tm lot 1) the cost of the ‘increase was 18s. Od. 
per. cwt., live weight.

ance for discount, was 49s. per cwt. ; the sub- 
stitute of similar analysis cost 21s. Sd. per 
ewt.: and the meal mixture used as a basic 
ration cost 10s. per cwt. | 

As the proprietary preparation contains a 
fish product of some description, 1t was con- 
sidered advisable to include in the substitute 
prepared for lot 2 a small proportion of fish 
meal, so as to‘approach as nearly as possible 
to the nature and analysis of the proprietery 
article. ‘The Department. however, do not 
recommend fish meal or fish products in any 
form for pig-feeding The inclusion of fish 
meal in a mixture in the: present instance was 
for experimental purposes only. 

In view of the results of these experiments, 
which show that a meal mixture costing 10s. 
per cwt., produced a live weight increase 
equal to that obtained from a material costing 
49s. per cwt., it is obvious that the purchase 
of such proprietary preparations at the latter 
price is wheconomic. Farmers are, therefore, 
advised to refrain from purchasing materials 
of this character, whether recommended as 
condiments or otherwise, and to consult their 
local Agricultural Instructor as to the best 
and most suitable feedstuffs to use, 


PORK SHOULD BE 
MARKETED 


HOW 


To-day we give a photograph showing 
crates of pork properly packed, about to be 
shipped by the new twice weekly service 
from North Wall to Holyhead for London. 
Pork consigned in this way reaches its 
destination in prime condition, and usually 


sells at top prices. It is placed on the train 


in hanging wagons, and then hung in crates, | 


the framework of which is lined with 
eanvas. This allows the free cireulation of 
air between the carcases and prevents thei 
from damage bv contact. 

A Dublin firm of bacon curers has also 
for some time past, been doing a large busi 
ness in the export pork trade. This firm 
purchases live pigs from farmers, and, hav- 
ing every facility for the purpose, converts 
them into pork, end consigns the careases, 
hanging in approved crate to the Smith 
field Market, London, where they meet with 
a ready trade. 

Some traders in fresh pork are still send- 
ing the meat in flat boxes with a piece ol 
parchment paper dividing one carcase from 
another. Unless the weather is very cold, 
this results in carcases arriving In poor con 
dition. In any case they don’t look as well 
as those properly packed, and consequently 
bring less money. 

Other carcases are simply covered w 
sacking and carried lying on top of one an 
other, with results which affect their market 
valne. 

Since the new morning service has been 
established at North Wall, fresh -pork from 
Ireland has been reaching Smithfield, Lon 
don, in good time for the market, and good 
prices have heen realised.

Too much 
care cannot be exercised in this respect, as 
these rays are neither seen nor immetiaiely 
felt by the human aye, and it is some hours 
after exposute before any pain is felt.

Excellent results have been obtained with 
chickens by using a specially manalgctuced 
glass, which contains a high proportion of 
Quartz and is transparent to the vital rays 


of the sun. Ordinary window glass is opaque 
to ultra-violet rays, and any sunshine that 
passes into the chicken house through oT- 
dinary glass is robbed entirely of the vital 
rays. Chickens reared under this special glass 
grow quic ker and are more active, and de- 
velop into finer birds than those not 60 
treated. This is only to be expected, as in 
the spring the cold air and wind keep the 
chicks indoors for some time after they @fe 
born, in this way depriving them of the vital 
part of the rays of the sun. When there is no 
sun the artificial sunlight are lamp should 
be used.

Christmas Customs: 


Paying Out the Bailiffs. 


With the decline of hunting in Ireland 
there has been a steady migration to the 
English shires of horse-dealers from 
Ireland. An amusing story was told me 
to-day of an Irish ‘establishment in 
England.. It is run by a brother and 
sister, neither over 30. They have been 
more lavish in entertaining their friends 
than over-zealous in the payment of their 
bills. As a consequence they found them- 
selves entertaining the bailiffs with the 
prospect of having all their possessions 
sold up. Not without resources, they de- 
cided to give an invitation hunt. They 
borrowed a pack of hounds, complete with 
hunt servants, invited all their London 
friends who could ride, but seldom hunted, 
to come down for the day. In spite of 
the bailiffs they mounted them all, partly 
on horses from their own stable, partly 
on horses borrowed from other dealers. 
The result was a triumph. At the end of 
the day they had sold fifteen horses, and, 
on balance, had cleared nearly £2.000. 
All the pressing debts were paid off and 
the establishment was on its feet again.

Christmas Customs. 


The prosaic spirit, or, perhaps, the 
refinement of modern times, has shorn 
Christmas of much of the exuberant 
domestic revelry which formerly charac- 
terised it. The “Lord of Misrule’’ and 
the obtrusive mummers would be voted a 
downright bore, and peacock pie has made 
way for plum _ pudding. Different 
countries have different customs, peculiar 
to themselves. We still preserve the de- 
corative devices of holly and ivy, the 
tintillating mistletoe, the Christmas tree 
and the giving of presents. It was from 
Germany the Christmas tree, laden with 
gifts, was first introduced, though the idea 
was really of Roman origin, and, as most 
schoolboys know, there is a reference to 
it in Virgil. 


Holly and Ivy. 


The Irish people, from the earliest days, 
were fond of figure and hieroglyphic, and 
there is a theory as to the symbolical 
significance of holly and ivy as a 
Christmas decoration. It is, that while 
the former reminds us of the stings and 
crosses of a wicked and cruel world, the 
smooth shining surface of the ivy brings 
to mind the peace and good-will of the 
season. In Norway and Sweden there is 
a pretty custom of providing, on 
Christmas Day, a specially good dinner for 
all domestic animals. When children in 
Holland hang up their stockings, in readi- 
ness for the visit of Santa Claus, they 
place a carrot in them, for the benefit of 
the horse, on which the old gentleman 
rides when on his rounds with sacks of 
presents. When the rider sees his faith- 
ful steed thus remembered, it were but 


natural to suppose that he would become | 


more generously disposed himself, and to 
increase the number and. value of his 
gifts. 


The Yule Log. 


One of the oldest practices, and one still 
in many parts of the country, associated 
with the time is the burning of a 
“Yule ” log—often lighted from a brand 
carefully preserved from the previous 
year. The mistletoe, in its application 
to the season, dates from the days of the 
Druids, who regarded the oak as sacred, 
and never cut the mistletoe from it 
except with a gold knife. and we read 
that during the operation the priests 
would sacrifice two white bulls to appease 
the spirit inhabiting the tree. What a 
Christmas picture is that presented at 
the Inns of Court (as depicted’ by 
Maclise), when in Elizabeth’s day—

While there is much poverty and dis- 
tress in certain areas ‘of Dublin, there are 
charitable institutions and kindly citizens 
whose work, much of which is unknown to 


the average resident in the city, prevents 


actual starvation in many cases. If 
Dublin’s need in this respect is great, the 
benevolence of its citizens is splendid. 


PENNY DINNERS, 

Among the very poor and the down-and- 
out of our population t! ere is no better known 
institution in the city than Mrs. William 
Meade’s '' Penny Dinneis,’’ in Sandwith street, 
near Westland Row Railway Station. There 
four hundred men, women and children are 
served every day in the week with a good, 
substantial, tastily-cooked dinner of soup, 
meat and vegetables. If they have a penny 
they pay; if they have not they get the meal 
all the same. The development of this God- 
send since it was started for the feeding of 
school children in 1911, its magnificent* work 
for discharged ance pensionless soldiers during 
and after the war, and the expansion of its 
activities to meet the exceptional distress of 
recent years, show what one woman can do 
when she is willing to sacrifice herself for 
others. The visitor to Sandwith street he- 
tween ó and 5 o'clock any afternoon, while 
the school children and the men and. women, 
young and old, are at dinner, will be im- 
pressed. — 

It was cheermg to hear from Mrs. Meade— 
who knows her Dublin as few others know 
it—that for the past month or so there has 
been a diminution in the number of regular 
callers at the institution. She misses, she 
said, quite a number of men who went there 
regularly for their only meal of the day. 
This, she thinks, is the result of the extra 
work provided by the City Commissioners. 
lor Christmas Day she has prepared a “big 
spread ” for 350 children of the poor, and 
would welcome giits of toys to complete the 
pleasure of the ttle ones. It may. be men- 
tioned that last year His Grace tne Most Rev. 
Dr. Byrne showed his appreciation of what 
Mrs. Meade is doing im bandwith sleet by 
subscribing to her funds with a liberal hand. 


DUBLIN’S OLDEST CHARITY.

The Sisters know only too many who will be 
grateful for gifts of clothing of any descrip- 
tion. The Sisters of the same Order, in 
Stanhope street, also must depend on the 
goodness of those who have, to enable them 
to carry on their many activities for those 
who have not. The Sisters in Gardiner street 
know from their daily rounds among the tene 
ment dwellers how pressing is the need for 
the assistance that they ask at this season of 
generosity, . 


THE STRANGER'’S FRIEND. 

The Stranger’s Friend Society, 29 South 
Anne street, with a record to its credit of 
over 120 years’ service for the deserving poor 
and distressed strangers in Dublin and its 
suburbs, should not be overlooked.

Naoi for the Dying at Harold 's Cross, the 
Lourdes Hospital for Consumptives, Dun 
Laoghaire; the National Maternity Hospital 
in Holles street, to mention but a few deserv- 
ing of remembrance at this season. The Lady 
Superintendent of the Fever Hospital, Cork 
street, will be grateful for gifts of toys for 
the children, more than one hundred, who are 
her patients. 

THE ORPHANAGES. 

As well as its hospitals, Dublin has its 
orphanages, which are nearly all just strug- 
gling along, but still with their doors ever 
open to rec eive the fatherless. Subscriptions 
are earnestly solicited for St. Mary’s, con- 
ducted by the Sisters of Charity, in Sandy- 
mount, and for the Aasleach Orphanage, 
Townsend street The Magdalen Asylum, 
Donnybrook, an institution of immense value, 
has many old friends to whom it looks for 
help at Christmas.

Speaking at an entertainment which was 
given by the pupils in St. Flannan s College, 
Ennis, on Sunday night, the Alost Rev. Dr.. 
Fogarty spoke of the frequent association of 
primitive manners with Gaeiic life in the 
past, and said that he considered it was a 
mistake to do so. No matter what language 


they spoke, it was time for them to talk 


properly and to speak that language correctly. 
EVIL LITERATURE. 

Turning to two great problems which, he 
said, confronted parents nowadays—what 
their boys would read and what they would 
do in life—the Bishop said that as regarding 
what they read he hoped that the boys would 
never soil their hands or their hearts with 
vile stuff such as was coming across the 
water. At present there was a great agitation 
—and very justly so—as to how the youth 
would be preserved from that. It had even 
been proposed that there should be a high 
tarifi on improper literature from abroad; 
but he thought that was altogether a mus- 
taken idea. A bad thing could he produced 
at home just as well as abroad. Other people 
seemed to think that the evil could only be 
cured by what they called the cultivation of 
the Gaelic tongue. There was a good deal in 
that, but it was not entirely conclusive. A 
person could say or write bad things in Gaelic 
as well as in French or English, and, as one 
who had read a good deal of literature, both 
old and new, he was hound to say that some 
of the most offensive things he had read were 
written in the Gaelic language in the 
eighteenth century. There were good things 
to he got from abroad. 

The most effective way of dealing with evil 
literature was through the young men. If 
they could be made enthusiastic on the sub- 
ject the evil would speedily be remedied, and 
evil stuff would not be sold whether it was 
manufactured at home or abroad. A great 
reform had been effected on the Continent in 
that way. Twenty years ago the walls in 
Rome used to be disfigured with very offensive 
things, but recently he noticed that all that 
class of stuff had disappeared. [he young 
Fascisti had put a stop to it. Offenders were 
caught immediately and put in jail. A tariff 
on imported stuff would not be much use so 
long as stuff produced at home was not much 
better, and, so far as he knew, there were 
some papers published in Ireland which, from 
the point of view of morals or culture, were 
no better than some that came across the 
water. That was not a pleasant thing to say. 


OVERCROWDED PROFESSIONS.

I believe that the new system is to thei 
advantage and to the advantage of the public, 
though, of course, it may cut rather painfully 
in some instances, 

As to the selection of occupations in life 
for boys-finishing school, there are, said his 
ape other professions than those of law 
and medicine.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

The Northern Parliament was prorogued 
to-day by the Governor, the Duke of 
Abercorn, with the usual ceremonial. 

The Governor, attended by Sir Dawson 
Bates, Minister in Attendance; Lieu- 
tenant-Commander Oscar Henderson, 
C.B.E., D.3.0., Private Secretary, and 
Major H. D. Harrington, D.S.0., A.D.C., 
arrived at Parliament Buildings at 11.50 
a.m., and was received by Major-General 
F. F. Ready, D.S.O., General Officer Com- 
manding the Ulster District, and Sir 
Charles Wickham, Inspector-General of 
the Royal Ulster Constabulary. 

The guard of honour was composed of 
men of the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers, 
under the command of Major M. F. 
Hammond-Smith, M.C. 

After he had inspected the guard of 
honour, the Governor’ entered’ the 
vestibule of Parliament Buildings, where 
he was received by the Speaker of the 
Senate (the Marquis of Dufferin and Ava). 


KING’S SPEECH. 

The Duke of Abercorn entered the Senate, 
and, when the members of the House of 
Commons were in attendance, read the King’s 
Speech as follows :—

ADVANTAGES OF THE 
KINGSTOWN ROUTE.

Viscount Charlemont, Minister of Educa- 
tion, replying to Senator Leslie in the 
Northern Senate yesterday, said that the 
reversion to the Holyhead-Kingstown route 
for the conveyance of mails between 
London and Belfast in either direction 
had resulted in two distinct advantages :— 
(1) Letters posted in Belfast in time for 
inclusion in the mails despatched by the 
mail train to Dublin were included in the 
first delivery in London on the day follow- 
ing. No other route would permit of this 
connection. (2) Correspondence passing 
from London and district to Belfast posted 
too late for despatch by the Fleetwood 
route now reached Belfast at or about 
9.10 a.m. with almost unfailing regularity, 
and was thus included in the second 
delivery in Belfast, commencing at 10.45 
a.m. 

According to information supplied by the 
Post Office, deliveries in Belfast were now 
much more punctual than when the Stran- 
raer-Larne route had been utilised for the 
convevance of London-Belfast correspondence. 
That improvement had been reflected in an 
almost entire absence of complaints regarding 
in-coming London mails. 

In addition to the letters posted in London 
early enough to make the connection, a con- 
siderable volume of letters from the North 
of England destined for Belfast was carried 
via Fleetwood. Unfortunately, the time- 
keeping of the Fleetwood steamers had heen 
unusually irregular during the past few 
months, with the result that the in-coming 
letters frequently failed to secure inclusion 
in the first delivery in ®elfast, starting at 
7.30 a.m. The irregular timekeeping was 
attributable to the fact that one of the 
steamers employed on the route was incapable 
of making the passage in the scheduled time. 
The matter had been called to the notice of 
the Postmaster-General, who in turn had 
brought it to the attention of the London, 
Midland and Scottish Railway Company. The 
company, while unable to effect any immedi- 
ate improvement in that respect, had 
directed attention to the fact that new and 
faster steamers would be employed on the 
service as from the date when the transfer 
from Fleetwood to Heysham took place, and 
had intimated that an improvement in the 
timekeeping would thereby result. The 
Ministry was directing its efforts to. securing, 
1f possible, arrival of the new steamers by 
not later than 6.15 a.m., so as to ensure 
of the mails being included in the first 
delivery. 

“NO ADVANTAGE TO BELFAST.” 

Senator Colonel Sharman-Crawford, D.L., 
said that the Holyhead route was ol 
no advantage, because, although the 
mails arrived earlier, they were delayed in 
the Post Office in Belfast until the mails by 
the other routes arrived. Therefore, as he 
had said, Belfast people got no advantage 
from that_ route. When the new 21-knot 
boats were built the train would leave 


London about an hour later, and the mails | 


would arrive in Belfast about 6 or 6.30.

FUSION OF HOSPITALS 
ADVOCATED.

PROPOSED COMMISSLON 
OF INQUIRY. 


—— -e—-- —- 


That four thousand people died in Ire- 
land yearly from cancer, was the statement 
made by Lord Glenavy at the annual meet- 
ing, which was held yesterday, of the 
Committee of Management of the Dublin 
Skin and Cancer Hospital, Hume street. 

It was a national matter, Lord Glenavy 
added, and required national considera- 
tion. 

Dealing with the question of State aid, 
he said that State aid would mean State 
control, and State control was not useful 
or helpful in hospital administration. 

Lord Glenavy expressed the view that 
there were too many hospitals, and that 
amalgamation would cut down expenses 
and greatly increase efficiency. He thought 
that it would be a ood thing if the Free 
State Government appointed a commission 
of experts who would go into the entire 
matter. 

The Chairman (Mr. .T. J. S. Harbinson, 
M.P.) said that the only alternative 
seemed to be for the Free State Govern- 
ment to take steps to ensure that the work 
be carried on in an organised and 
centralised manner. 


A WARNING NOTE. 
—_———__q—_——_- 
STATE AID NOT DESIRABLE. 


Lord Glenavy, moving a resolution that 
the Dublin Skin and Cancer Hospital was 
worthy of the support of the citizens, said 
that the report was calculated to raise a 
feeling of very grave anxiety in the minds of 
those interested in that and similar institu- 
tions in the city. The time had come when 
their institution would have to make up its 
mind whether it could carry on on the same 
ambitious lines on which it had been working 
with such success, or whether it would have 
to curtail its activities, with consequent loss 
to the citizens and the country. 

As to State aid in the ordinary working of 
ordinary hospitals, it was « thing not to be 
hoped for,.and in his opinion not to be 
desired, and in this he was expressing a 
unanimous opinion of all concerned in hospital 
administration in Great Britain. The State 
had no money of its own: it had to get the 
money out of the nockets of the taxpayers, 
and any contribution towards the upkeep of 
general hospitals would impose a very heavy 
additional burden on the already overtaxed 
citizens of the community. - Further, State 
aid would debar voluntary contributions, and 
there was also the consideration that they 
w nid not get State aid without State control, 
and State control was not useful or helpful in 
hosvital administration. 

CONTRIBUTIONS FROM PATIENTS. 

It was very desirable that patients in the 
hospital - should contribute something. no 
matter how small, according to their means, 
for the benefits thev received. That principle 
had been applied with considerable success to 
the night dispensary. Charges of from six- 
pence to a shilling were made for the medicine, 
and Dr. Andrew Charles told him that that 
department would he self-supporting. He did 
not. of course, wish that the doors should be 
shut on the unfortunate poor who were not 
able to contribute for the relief given to 
them. He hoped the door would always be 
open to those who could not contribute. 
People who had received sick henefits from 
National Health funds should make some con- 
tribution while they were receiving treatment 
in the hospital. If that were developed they 
would find that that particular side of the 
hospital world he ahle to nav its way. 

RESEARCH WORK. — 

As to the more difficult, the more ambitious 
and more noble scheme to make the hospital 
a great centre for research work, up to now 
no cure had been found for cancer. 
He did not mean by that that patients 
in certain circumstances could not he cured 
by treatment, or the progress of the disease 
arrested. All their great men were search- 
ing to find a ¢ure, and he had no doubt that 
time, and the genius, energy, and devotion 
of so many self-sacrificing men would ulti- 
mately arrest from this foul enemy of the 
human race its secret, and many of them 
would live to see the discovery of the cause 
and cure of the disease. ;

NEED OF CENTRALISATION. 

These efforts should be centralised, and 
united in one great institution. The more 
the patients in one institution, the greater 
the opportunities for ascertaining the cause 
and the effect, and he would be glad if it 
were possible if the three institutions running 
on the same lines put their heads together, 
how far possible it was to continue all efforts 
in one centre. If nothing else resulted there 
would be economy. There were too many 
hospitals, some of which had outlived their 
usefulness, and amalgamation would cut 
down expenses and greatly increase efficiency. 
He thought that it would be a verv. good 
thing in this connection, and in connection 
with the hospital management throughout 
the city if the Government were to appoint 
a commission of experts, who would go into 
the entire matter, thresh it out, and if the 
parties were unwilling to come to terms. thev 
might be coerced to it by the agency of the 
State. He said that in the best spirit of 
benevolence towards all the institutions. 

Mr. M. Maguire, K.C., seconding, said 
that it should not go forth that the doors 
of that hospital would be closed against any- 
one who was not able to pay. Because it 
treated the poor the hospital made its appeal 
to everyone. 

The resolution was passed, as also was a 
resolution of thanks to the staff, and a 
resolution reappointing the Committee of 
Management. 


INCREASE IN UTILITY, 
DECREASE IN FINANCIAL 
STABILITY. 


The Chairman (Mr. T. J. 8. Harbinson. 
M.P.) said that his report for the year could 
be generalised in the words, “increase in 
material utility, decrease in financial 
stability.” Their increase in utility was 
demonstrated by the ever-growing number of 
their patients, whic was especially not‘c- 
able in the cases of those treated by the 
extern department. 

The decrease in financia] stability was 
shown by the increase in their adverse bank 
balance, which now stood at £4,179, as com- 
pared with £4,013 the previous year. This 
was a condition he was afraid was shared by 
many more institutions hesides that, and 
would be inevitable until the State made an 
adequate grant to the voluntary hospitals. 

MORE ACCOMMODATION. 
_ During the year they had been enabled to 
increase their accommodation materially, as 
they had at last succeeded in obtaining pos- 
session of No. 5 Hume streét; which adjoined 


the hospital, and which would provide accom-. 


modation for twenty extra patients. They 
had considerable expense in obtaining posses- 
siou of these premises, and this, with the cost 
of converting them, would severely tax their 
resources during the coming vear. 

Referring to the future policy to be adopted 
for fighting cancer, his committee was 
strongly of opinion that the State should 
accept responsibility in the same manner and 
to the same degree as in the case of tuber- 
culosis, and that a commission. of inquiry 
should be set up, consisting of men of science 
and members of the business community. as 
representatives of the general public, with a 
view of devising a scheme for a national con- 
centration of effort, both in the domain of 
research and hospital management. 

CONFUSED ACTIVITIES. 

The present condition of overlapping and 
confused activities in these two branches of 
the struggle against the disease was not 
calculated to produce the most satisfactory 
results, and, therefore, the only alternative 
seemed to be for the Free State Government 
to take steps to ensv-e that the work be 
carried on in an organised and centralised 
manner.

A BRIGHTER OUTLOOK. 

Dr. Andrew. Charles, F.R.C.S.I., reported 
that during the year the number of patients 
treated was :— 

Out patients’ attendances .. 14,025 

Light treatments attendances ... 5,168 

intern patients ............... 316 

Eriangen treatments .. ! 266 

'There had been an increase in patients ol 
all classes. and this was most marked. in 
the case of out patients, whose attendances 
show an increase of 242 during the year. 

While they had to admit that the cause 
of the disease was still unknown, the pos 
tion was not,* however. hopeless. Great ad 
vances had been made, and the outlook ol 
the cancer patient to-day was much brighte 
than it was twenty years ago. They couid 
say now with confidence that the early stage 


of the disease was curableeand that the p:

With thei present know 
ledge it was nhecessary LO emphasise the 
vital importance of havine the di ase 
diagnosed it its earliest stages. 

FORMS OF TREATMENT. 

As regards ihe scientific side of resear 
work, he was of opinion that this could not 
he adequately performed without the adjun 
of a clinic; for Dr. Bashford, late Chairman 
of the Cancer Research Commission, and alsv 
the Harvard Cancer Commission in America, 
after experiments on all sorts of animals ex 
tending over a large number of years had 
proved that enly individuals of the same 
species can be successfully inoculated from 


the same species. For instance, mouse can 
cer cannot be grafted on to a rabbit—or 
even on to a foreign mouse. He believed 
that the only fruitful form. of research ne 
cessitated the intimate cullaboration of a 
modern equipped hospital and a large range of 
cases upon whom the effect of various forms 
of treatment could be observed and the re 
sults tested, checked, and tabulated for 
future guidance. During the year under re 
view they had employed various forms of 
cancer treatment—amongst others Erlangen, 
Deep X-Ray, Radium, Vaccine and Bio- 
chemical methods, according to the nature « 
the cases. Hitherto ‘hey had found that 
Erlangen and Deep X-Ray Therapy tre 
ment was the one which gave the most satis 
factory and consistent results. The plant 
which they had installed for the applicatior 
of this treatment was one of the m 

ful and complete in the British Isles. They 
installed their first plant in 1922, and ha 
enlarged, improved, and perfected it since 
then, and he could say with pride, and with- 
out fear of refutation, that there was ro 
form of cancer treatment recognised by the 
medical profession with which this hospital 
was not equipped.

WARNING BY THE ROYAL 
MINT. 


‘* Unless we are prepared to face a pro- 
longed fall in commodity prices, it is im- 
perative to economise gold, both in regard 
to its rise as a commodity and to its use 
as money,” says the Deputy-Master and 
Comptroller of the Royal Mint (Colonel 
Robert A. Johnson), in his report for 1926, 
issued yesterday. 

‘* Reviewing present tendencies,’’ he 
says, “it may, perhaps, be safely said 
that the suggestions for the dislodgment of 


gold as the basis of the world’s currency, 


whether sound or unsound in theory, are 
not likely to be put into practice in the 
immediate future. Gold then appears 
destined to continue in usefulness as a basis 
for international trade, and, that being so,

BARS INSTEAD OF COINS. 

‘‘Tt may well be that. in the future the 
international gold exchange will be served 
to an even larger extent than at present by 
gold in bars instead of in coin. The out- 
put of gold by mines in the Union of South 
Africa in 1926 exceeded that of any 
previous year, but on the Rand the rise 
in working costs is regarded with appre- 
hension. It is asserted that a substantial 
further rise would render it impossible to 
work many of the older mines. 

‘‘Meanwhile the Pretoria Mint con- 
tinues to receive considerable quantities 
for conversion into sovereigns. It is to be 
noted that at present gold sovereigns 
circulate freely within the Union, and no 
less than £11,800,000 in gold coin was 
issued from the mint in 1926, the greater 
proportion of them being exported to Eng- 
land and the East. 

‘The coinage of so much gold in these 
times is itself remarkable, but even so the 
amount does not approach even a third of 
the South African output. 

“ In Canada gold-mining has developed 
very rapidly in recent years, and the 
Dominion bids fair to become the second 
largest producer in the world unless the 
discovery-of- new fields should enable the 
United: States to mafatain their present 
position. In 1926 the total production of 
Canada was upwards of 35,000,000 dollars. 

‘‘In Australia the first ten years of the 


century saw an average annual production 


| of some 3,825,000 ounces fine, while in 


the last five years the average has been 
less than 800,000 ounces fine.’’ 

EXPENSIVE HALF-SOVEREIGNS. 

The year of the return to the gold 
standard, states the report, coincided with 
a large coinage of sovereigns at the Mint 
at -home and overseas, but in 1926 this 
coinage was confined to the establishment 
in Australia and South Africa. Half- 
sovereigns were struck during 1926 only 
at the Pretoria Mint, the total exceeding 
800,000 pieces. “It is well known that this 
piece is expensive to manufacture, and 
that its life compared with that of the 
sovereign is short. 

Obviously, therefore, in the interests of 
economy the circulation of the smaller 
denomination is a luxury which it is im- 
possible to justify under present con- 
ditions. Dies for this denomination, 
therefore, have not been furnished to 
Pretoria for the current year. No gold 
bullion was received from the Bank of 
England for coinage during 1926, and no 
cold coin was issued from the Royal Mint. 
ó SILVER COINS. 

The number of new.Imperial silver coins 
issued in 1926 (excluding Maundy money) 
was 39,217,000. Nearly all the three- 
penny bits went to agents of Colonial 
Governments, neither the Bank of Eng- 
land nor the banks in Ireland taking any.

Mr. James Fairbairn, presiding at an extra. 
ordinary general meeting of the Amalgamate: 
Rubber. and General Estates, Ltd., said that 
it was proposed that the share and Debenture 
stoukholders of the Amalgamated Rubber and 
General Estates and the Amalgamated 
(Rubber) Development Co. should receive one 
share in the United Serdang Co. for every 
two shares in each of the other companies 
and four United Serdang shares for every £1 
of Debenture Stock in the Amalgamated 
Rubber and General Estates, or, alternatively, 
payment in cash at the rate of £1 ls. per 
£1 stock. 

DETAILS OF THE SCHEME. 

The shares proposed to be allotted to the 
Amalgamated share and Debenture-holders 
and the Development shareholders would not 
participate in the dividend declared by the 
Serdang Co. for the year ended 31st August, 
1927, and only to the extent of three-fourths 
of any dividends declared for the year ending 
31st August, 1928; but in all other respects 
would rank—yperi passu—with the existing 
shares of the Serdang Company. That was a 
fair and equitable adjustment of the position.
